Some of tha atreams of water, which 
aro usdally dyneminated rivers’ are now 
confined to narrow channals navigublo Only 
for boats of the lightost draught. Such 
a@ steam is the so-called Tsing Fa 
river which has its rise in tho moun- 
taina separating that district from Lung 
Mun. Near the head of navigation in 
the upper port of the Tfaung Fa district 
its many small tributaries are one of the 
chief features of the landacapo, a pleasing 
eireumatance which has given to the sub- 
district tho name Running Stream, There 
and in the neighbouring districts of Fa Un, 
‘Lung Man and Tsing Un, much of the rice 
Jand is watered by hill-currents and with 
tho drying up of these the hopéa of the 
farmers are doomed. 

Beyond tha Kwong Chau prefecture 
isolated districts and’ groups districts 
have snffered aven.more seriously (if the 
native papets are to be believed) than the 
parts of ‘the country nearer Canton— 
Throughout. Ying Tak in the Shiu Chau, 
departments, and the two districts of Loh 
‘Ting, vie. Tung On and Sai Ning, the 
harvest is reported almost a total failure. 

The samo, authorities affirm that 
two departments’ of Kwong Sai 
stule of things is even worse. It- is 
eertain that grain ia being oxported 
from onr province to Kwong Sai, instead

Kwong Sai into Kwong Tung. We havo, 
hawayer, one consideration which is reassur- 
ing as far.as Canton aud the towns are con- 
cemed. During the past two years the 
Kwong Tuug rica market has been largely 
supplied from Kong Nam, Clan Kong rice 
is sold aa cheaply aa that from Kwong Sai, 
and is of quality not inferior. Last year the 
wantity of Chan Kong rico imported kept 
down tha: price to $3.80 and $4-per picul in 
spite of the widespread injury caused by 
flood and the deficiency of home grown 
rico. We are assured that tho importstion 
of rice from Kong Nam during the 
winter and the coming spring will “be ad- 
equate ‘to moot the demand and will sufiics 
to tide us over the time which must inter- 
vene before another,.and, we trust, more 
satisfactory rice: crop. is ready to. be 
gathered ir 
Meanwhile, the principal sufferers are the 
poorest class .of peasant proprietors who 
grow their own food. To them and. their 
fauilies a deficient harvest means a great 
- Geal of distress and suffering. Every year, 
when the ‘old rico is ‘spent (often noi less 
. thon two months before the new first erop 
is ready) the. peasant farmer and his fatnily 
Bubsist.on potatoes and taro, vegetablo con- 
geaand the like wretched fare.

We now under- 
stand that £10,000 were faruished by 
unwary sharcholdors in England who had, 
roshed into this ‘yrand” speculation ; that 
month after month shipaiznts of sevoral 
tuus of ore were promised by the eitterpris- 
ing manager of the Company in Singapore ; 
and that now the ouly return for so large 
an expenditure is a worthless property and 
eight hundred-weights of washed -ore! 


| When it is remembered that Mr O. B. 


Vereoe, the brother of the taanagor and 
chief promoter af the concern, wrote 
only on the 2lst Decombor last his 
glowing report; that Mr © 0. Verese 
was unble to produce any: appreciable 
supply. of ore from. the mino, and 
still promised monthly -shipments of 
tons of ore after April last ; that Mr Parkyn, 
a Cornish miniag Engineer, whe hail large 
exporience aa a miner in all parte of ‘the 
wild, almost at first sight condemned the 
mine from geological appearances; aud that 
his report wus confirmed by Mr McCarthy, 
also n mining enyineer of grent experionce, 
the public are entitled to.ask how long Mr 
C..Vereoe would have: protracted this ex- 
travazant exponditure, and gone on pro- 
dueing. tin at a:cost of over £20,000 a ton 
had not Mr Parkyn “been sint out by the 
Board of Dirostors. Tho affair was from 
the boginning looked upon with. disfavour 
by Singaporeans ; but how can it be vs 
plained that a furmor official at Johoro, long 
resident in the Straits, shonid have acqni- 
esced iu and sanctioned the report in ques- 
tion.

and Josephus, in which tho writer satiaties 
himself that Mount Ophir in Muar sas the 
sonree pf the gold'ani precious stones with 
which the Temple and Jerusalem was adorn- 
od. He says that the modern history of 
Johore is uneventful, but the miners of the 
inost splendid period of Jewish history aro 
Fond’ voyaging thither, anil not only fitiding 
gold and precious stones in abundance, but 
moulding and setting them in forma, of 
undying lygtre and beauty. Mer Vercoe’s 
ae adh be taken for what it is worth, 
however, when he says that ‘the district 
has been known from time immemorial to 
he the richest in the world ; and when the 
fabulous quantity of gold spoken of in 
Ancient and Scripture history is said to 
have been obtained from here, I think 
(apart from the astounding facts deduced 
from ty inspection) that I am’ justified in 
stating that the Ophir district in Johore 
has no real rival, either in Austratia or'Ca- 
lifornia, on the Gold Coast, in India or elso- 
whoro, and that in the entire’ category of 
gold-produring countries it stands pre- 
eminent.’ With au vutlay of £2,812, Mr 
Voreoe would return to his very fortunate 
shareholders a profit of £23,438 0 month ! 
This is even Letter than what he had pre- 
uictsd of the Johore Tin Streaming Com- 
puny. Mr Vereoe adds that it appeara to 
him superfluous to adduce further evidence 
to prove the statement that the Ophir Gould 
Fields aro the richest yet discovered in the 
world, He further states that the proofs 
ara incontestable that Ophir is the richest 
Inineral property he has over visited at 
hemo or abroad, but this means nothing 
as the general public are perfectly igno- 
rant a8 to whethor Mr ‘Vercoe has ever 

ted any mines abroad, and might like 
tu know the names of tho succesful 
foreign mines that have.heen opened on 
his recommendation, When, however, he 
states that he-is especially satistied in 
sending sv favourable a report with a con-
